■Dear Mr. Morales: 



This resp rads to the World Can't Wait's application. 06-373 that seeks to demonstrate on 
Federalpaxkland of the National Mall "as close to the Capitol as possible" on January 30- 
February 1, 2006. With a maximum number of participants that yon estimate from 5,000 
- 10,000, you propose 'to £>iiiboliGally drown out the message of President Bush's State 
of the Union address, calling for him to step do^Ti via a large and peacefial political 
protest outside the Capitol simultaneous to the delivery of his address on Jan[uary] 31." 

As you faiow, at your meeting with park staff led by Pai-fc Ranger Leonard Lss on 
Januaiy 1 0, 2006, although you were infomied that the grass panels of the Mall were 
rmavailatls due to their earlier closure for long-planned turf renovation, you were also 
informed that the gravel and concrete sidewalks remained available. Later that day, you 
wrote off^mg a compromise agreement seeking the entire Capitol Reflecting Pool as 
well as o]>ening its closed grass panels for your activities. While we regret that we must 
deny portions of yoiir application, we are pleased to provide you with the enclosed pennit 
that authcdzss your use of the gravel and concrete walkways of the National Mall 
between Third and Fourth Streets for your event. In the event that your group needs an 
additional park area, nearby John Marshall Park is available. 

The National Park Service reviews all appHcations for demonstxations and special events 
based on 36 C J.R, §7.96(g). And pursuant to 36 C,F,R, 7.96(gX the portion of your 
application that seeks the use of the Federal parkland that comprises the entire Capitol 
Reflecting Pool area, that is bordered by First and Third Streets and Pennsylvania and 
Marylanc, Avenues, must be denied due to recent public safety and security reasons as 
well as dr^e to the eaiHsr discussed ongoing turf renovation of the grass panels. 

Pursuant to the security and public safety request from the United States Capitol Police, 
the National Park Service- s Record of Detennination closed the Capitol Reflecting Pool 
area. A copy of the NPS's Record of Determination and the U.S. Capitol Police's request 
is enclosed for your information and ready reference. As you will note, the limited jjafk 
closure willbe from 10:30 a.m., on Januarj^ 31 through 1:00 a^m, Febraaxy 1, to allow the 
area to be initially secured and. to permit the Presidential motorcade to move unimpeded. 
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to create a secure perimeter around numerous protectees axid to presence ingress aad 
egress to the US Capitol Square. Violation of tie closure is prohibited. 

Pursuant to 36 C.F.R, 7.96(g), the portion of your application that sought the use of the 
grass panc;is of the National Mail bet^^/een Third and Fourth Streets as well as for the 
Capitol Reflecting Pool, that were earher closed for turf renovation, must also be denied. 
As Park S.anger Lee earlier explained, the grass panels were closed for turf renovation, 
back in Ootoberber 2005 and are scheduled to remain closed until March, 31, 2006, and 
sre part of the NPS's five-year-old turf renovation plan that rotates the Mail's grass 
panels for renovation. Violation of the closure is prohibited. ladeedj these closed grass 
panels ha^'^e already been aerated, seeded, fertilized^ graded, and leveled with soil 
amendmeats. Further, with the turf renovation and its protective fencing costing almost 
$69,000, Ihe nsv^^ grass root system is very fragile at this stage of growth, and any 
concentrated use on it will result in the current seed growth's total loss. Such a loss ■ 
would then require later tiuf renovation, and v/ould subsequently impact on groups who 
aheady have or may submit applications seeking use of the area after the grass panels are 
reopened on April I, 2006. 

Pursuant i:o 36 C.F.R. 7, 96(g), however, we are pleased to provide you ¥/ith the enclosed 
permit tiuS authorizes your use of the designated gravel and concrete walkv^'ays of the 
■National ]V[all between Third and Fourth Streets for your Qvent Located v/est of Thhd 
Street, theise permitted waltw^ay areas are both facing and within sight of the Capitol^ 
which is ttie focus of your demonstration. These permitted v/aikway areas also total 
154,000 square feet a;nd can fully accommodate your anticipated number of participaiits, 
since we ^-^alculate, if one person occupies five cubic feet that the area has the capacity to 
accommodate 30,080 standing persons. Pursuant to the enclosed permit, you will need 
to coordhiate with the NFS and the Park Police regarding the logistics of bringing and 
placement of any proposed staging, electrical equipment, or sound speakers for your 
event Please also note that under the enclosed permit, and pursuant to 36 CFR 
7.96(g)(5Xxii), any sound amplification equipment must be directed away from the 
Capitol so as to not unreasonable disturb nonparticipating persons in, or in the vicinity of, 
the area. 

The Ihnitfid park closures have neither the, effect nor intent to prevent the exercise of First 
Ameiidmi-^nt rights. Indeed, as summarized in the NPS Record of Determination, past 
park closures or public use limitation have been consistently upheld. In the event that 
your group needs an additional park area, how^ever, othet Federal parks remain available. 
In that regard, and as Park Ranger Lee offered in your meeting on January 1 0, we again 
propose John Marshall Park as an alternative park area. Located just north of 
Pennsylv;,mia Avenue between the United States Courthouse and the Canadian Embassy, 
John Marshall Park is approximately 446 feet long and 210 feet wide and totals 93,660 
square feet. ^ We calculate, if one person occupies five cubic feet, that the area has the 
capacity to accoramodate 1 8 J30 standLng persons, hideed, John Marshall Park was 
successfully u^ed by a large demonstration group during the 2005 Presidential 
hiauguratioii. 
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Finally^ tl:„e Sq)tem,ber 1 1, ,2,001 terrorist attacks preseiit extraordinary circumstancss, and 
unprecedented challenges, to our country, ■ As we work with you, as well as thousands of 
others whD annually come to demonstrate on Federal parkland in Washington, D,C.^ it 
remains the NPS's goal to properly balance important First Amendment rights with the 
protectior of park resources as well as ensure the security necessar>^ to protect the Capitol 
complex^ its protectees and occupants, as well as the public.

( >pitol Reflecting Pool parkland on January 3 1 -February 1 , 2006 
Per President' s State of the Union Address at ftie Capitol 

The National Park Service is temporarily closing the Capitol Reflecting Pool parkland, that is 
bordered by First and Third Streets and Pennsylvania and Marjdand Avenues, from 10:3 D a.m. 

on January 3 1 , 20.06- until 1 :00 a.m. ' on Febmary 1 , 2006 . Violation is prohibited. 

This closm^e comes at the request of the United States Capitol Police in a letter dated Jannaxy 11, 
20,06, a copy of which is attached and incorporated by reference. This teraporaiy and partial 
closure is not of a nature, magnitude and duration that vidll result in a, significant alteration in the 
public use pattern. Indeed, many other nearby park areas remain open such as portions of the 
National Mai. not closed for turf renovation^ John Marshall Park, as well as other portions of 
Pennsylvania Avenue National Historic Park, Other nearby areas subj ect to the jurisdiction of 
the District or Columbia also remain open. 

As the Capitcl Police's letter explains, the closure is necessary to allow the area to be secured so 

to permit the Presidential motorcade to move uiiimpeded^ to create a secure perimeter around 
numerous prcttectees and to preser\^e ingress and egress to the US Capitol Square, No less 
restrictive m^^asuxes adequately exist. The closure will not adversely affect the parkas natural, 
aesthetic or caltural values, does not require significant modification to the resource management 
objections, and is not of a highly controversial nature given the ongomg and ever-evolving 
security measures that have been undertaken around such sensitive public buildings like: the 
Vvhite Plouse complex or Capitol in Washmgton, D.C., and at other public facilities nationwide 
following the terrorist attacks of September 11, 2001, to say nothing of the President's State of 
the Union Ac' dress at the Capitol v/hich brings scores of dignitaries from the legislative,: ' 
executive and judicial branches. Accordingly, publication as rulemaking in the Federai^ Register 
is unwarranted under 36 C.F,R. § 1 ,5(b). This is consistent with hundreds of past temporary 
park closures and public use limitations near the White House complex, the legal opinion of the 
Office of the Solicitor, and past judicial adjudications regarding other security-based park 
closures and pubic use limitations. Mahoney v. Norton , No.02-1715 (B.D.C. August 29, 2002), 
plaintiffs^ enier$:encv motion for injunction pending appeal denied Mahoney v. Norton. -No. 02- 
5275 (D.CCtr j(September 9, 2002)(per curiam); Picciotto v. United States . No. 99-21 1 3 
(D.D.C. August 6, 1999): Picciotto v. United States . No. 944935 (D,D.C. September 9,4994); 
Picciotto V, Luian . No. 90-1261 (D.D.C May 30, 1990); Picciotto v. Hodel No. 87-3290 
(D.D.U Januaiy 26, 1988). 

Pursuant to 36 C.F.R. § 1.7, notice of this temporary and partial closure will be made though 
media advisories, fencing, maps and posting_at conspicuous locations in the affected park areas.
